for his rendezvous with Macmillan

lies. 
When the President left the hos­ 
pital, he was accompanied down­ 
stairs by his younger brother, 
Edward ‘ (Ted) 
Kennedy.

stood talking a moment before the 
President rode off to the nearby 
airport.

grave.

Kennedy 
said he would have no comment 
on his father’s condition but that 
a bulletin would be issued by the 
hospital at noon. 
The younger brother, 
looking 
weary, had spent the night at the 
hospital. 
The President will be kept in­ 
formed of his father’s condition 
during his rendezvous with Mac­ 
millan and can fly back from the 
Atlantic island in little more than 
two hours.

—noon EST — arrival at Bermu­ 
da’s Kindley Air Force Bas? Ken 
nedy planned to enter into pri­ 
vate and informal discussions with 
the British chief lasting until late 
Friday afternoon.

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Freeman Faces The Food Shoppers

People laughed when they read about Ag- 
reculture Secretary Freeman’s ill-fated ef­ 
fort to carry the farmers’ message on food 
prices to patrons of an Arlington, Va., super­ 
market. 
Few situations stir a human response like 
the image of a VIP frustrated by an under­ 
dog — and ev ery housewife considers her­ 
self an undeidog in the fight against food 
prices. 
But Secretary Freeman deserv es an “E” 
f or effort. It isn’t often a VIP from Wash­ 
ington subjects himself, unprotected, to the 
hazards of a face-to-face encounter with the 
citizenry . 
Mr. Freeman’s job is to promote the in­ 
terest of farmers. There is a good deal of 
controv ersy about whether the agriculture 
really promoted these interests, and Secre­ 
tary Freeman, like his predecessors, is sub­ 
ject to a large share of abuse from all 
sides. 
The secretary was try ing to make one 
point when he went out to talk to super­ 
market shoppers; In relation to buy ing pow­ 
er, retail fo ^ prices are not as ex orbitant 
as consumers think they arc and it is un­ 
fair to blame farmers for retail prices any ­ 
way . 
His prepared pitch went awry , partly be­ 
cause of ev ents bey ond his control, and he 


didn’t get his message across. After aU, he 
was in hostile territory . But nothing would 
hav e been gained if he had tried to carry 
his message to farmers; they already know 
what he would hav e been talking about. 
We are not apologizing for Secretary Free­ 
man’s failure to accomplish his mission in 
a supermarket. May be he should plan those 
things more carefully . 
But he did display courage, and that should 
not be lost in the amusement ov er his dif­ 
ficulties. It’s kind of refreshing to see some­ 
one in so lofty a position willing to take 
his lumps from us ordinary folks.

It takes something .stronger than a sense 
of logic to regularize any thing as dear to the 
heart of traditionalists as a money sy stem.

If this country adopted the metric sy stem 
if would be a major step towards a closely 
integrated community of Western civ iliza­ 
tions. It would permit instant comprehension 
in areas where puzzlement is as high a 
barrier to easy understanding as language 
differences.

Khrushchev Stops To Catch His Breath 


Organizing Of The ‘Unorganized’ 


W.ASHINGTON 
The reason President Kennedy 
and British Prime Minister Har­ 
old Macmillan could meet in com­ 
parativ e q uiet at Bermuda today 
is because Premier Khrushchev 
has a spell of diplomatic asthma. 
He has stopped to catch his 
breath after working up a Berlin 
crisis. Last summer, spreading 
tension with ev ery word he spoke, 
he said he wanted the problem 
settled by the end of 1961. 
Then—with the trouble getting 
ex plosiv e after his agents built a 
wall around East Berlin and the 
Allies were plainly confused on 
what to do about it—he sat back 
and said the settlement could wait 
until 1962.

Their employ ers, the national 
union chiefs whose names are 
by words and headlines almost 
daily , aren’t enthusiastic ov er this 
driv e by their own aides to set 
up an international union of their 
own. But it appears inev itable. 
The potential is some 50,000 union 
staffmen—organizers, labor educa­ 
tion directors, research people and 
ev en editors of union newspapers. 


AT THE MO.MENT there is 
only a tenth, or about 1.000 such 
middle-echelon union staffmen un­ 
ionized, They are in sev en unions 
within unions. 
One or two were able to set 
up their union of union employ es 
easily . Others met opposition as 
tough as they themselv es find on 
the outside among priv ate profit 
employ ers. 
The oldest is the Field Repre­ 
sentativ es Federation made up of 
organizers employ ed by the cen­ 
tral AFL-QO national headq uar­ 
ters in Washington. D. C. Their 
president is John Collins. It has 
now negotiated sev eral contracts 
with the AFL-CIO itself. 
Negotiations for the central AFL- 
CIO are handled for the “em­ 
ploy er” by AFL - CIO Secretary - 
Treasurer William Schnilzler

made up of staff members of the 
American Federation of Teachers. 
There are Tlie Insurance Work­ 
ers Staff Union, with members

WHEN THEY MECT in New 
York in their first national con­ 
v ention. they will probably call 
themselv es the International Uiuon 
of Trade Union Representativ es.

The number of or­ 
ganizers and their staffmen runs 
high in some unions. 
In the Auto union there once 
were as many as 600 before Wal­ 
ter Reuther launched an economy 
wav e. The United Steelworkers 
had as many as 1.000 
If these men and women or­ 
ganized into unions of their own, 
they would be bargaining directly 
with Reuther and Dav e .McDonald 
ov er many issues, as v aried as

those Reuther and McDonald bar­ 
gain with the auto and steel 
companies. 
They first would bargain ov er 
wages and seniority and working 
conditions. Organizers’ wages hav e 
run as low as $65 to $75-a-week 
before tax es and $l5-a-week ex ­ 
penses. The men want more and 
don’t want to be told they are 
working for a cause in a non­ 
profit organization. 


THERE 
ARE SOME organi- 
zers who get as high as $10,000 
to $12,000 y early . These men work 
for the steel union and the Inter­ 
national Association of Machinists, 
headed by .A1 J. Hay es. But in 
many instances there are other 
considerations—internal 
poliü ca! 
shifts in power, for ex ample. 
Not infreq uently there are staff 
changes when a president retires, 
or is defeated for reelection or 
dies. 
The members of the unions of 
union organizers and staffmen 
want seniority status so their jobs 


are not tied to the political for­ 
tunes of Uie top leaders. 
They also want some say in 
working locations. Not infreq uent­ 
ly , organizers who hav e worked 
in one part of the country and 
hav e their homes and families 
deeply rooted in the community 
suddenly are shifted thou.sands of 
miles. This is a griev ance and, 
like the men they unionize in pri­ 
v ate factories, they want griev ­ 
ance machinery of their own. 
National labor leaders to whom 
I’v e spoken at the biennial con­ 
v ention in Florida don’t believ e 
there really is a place in their 
own unions for unions of organ­ 
izers. 
The famed labor chiefs feel 
strongly that the unions inside 
unions could dev elop into political 
machines and influence policies 
and weaken the national organiza­ 
tions with internal conflicts. 
But it does appear inev itable 
that the union organizers will 
orgamze the unorganized who are 
closest at hand—namely them­ 
selv es.

sev enth hour at time-and-a-half.

But 
the Wall Street Journal reports 
that the building boom in Man­ 
hattan IS such that more than 
2,000 electrical workers who are 
not Local No. 3 members hav e 
had to be imported from as far 
away as Tex as. Contractors are 
working as many as eight hours 
a day and “occasionally on week­ 
ends.” 
V an Arsdale further pledges 
that all electricians will go to 
school for four hours a day . This 
would keep them from increas­ 
ing unemploy ment by getting sec­ 
ond jobs—a practice which might 
well be call« l un-automation. 


THE ARGUMENT of the New 
York electricians can hardly be 
v iewed as any thing but ex treme. 
Friends of labor are critical’. The 
New York Times 
Dec. 13 com­ 
mented: 
“Labor will tmly lose 
public sy mpathy altogether if it 
should close ranks ^hind such 
ex aggerated demands as those of 
Mr. Van Arsdale.”

It would be a major step towards a closely 
integrated community of Western civiliza­ 
tions. It would permit instant comprehension 
in areas where puzzlement is as high a 
harrier to easy understanding as language 
differences. 
Language differences never can be elim­ 
inated, though it is possible to believe edu­ 
cated people will be fluent in at least two 
languages in another generation. But will 
the time ever come when educated people 
will carry around in their heads how many 
shillings are in a pound, how many stone 
are in a metric ton, how many centimeters 
are in a square meter? 
And that's wily the beginning of the con­ 
fusion. Who can remember the equivalents 


of coombs, coyans. dunams, fanegas. jeribs 
and kantars—all 
names 
of 
weights 
and 
measures used in other countries. 
It’s possible that if the British can put 
logic into their money system the rest of us 
—and the British—might get together on the 
metric system of weights and measures.

Organizing Of The ‘Unorganized* 


BAL HARBOUR, Fla 
Almost unnoticed, because it 
came late in the tense closing 
hours of a perpetual motion na­ 
tional labor convention, the AFL- 
CIO l e a d e r s 
quietly 
wrote 
i nt o t hei r 
constitution 
a 
permanent cen­ 
tral s p e c i a l 
committee 
to 
“organize 
the 
u n o rganized” 
by the millions 
across the land. 
Among those 
V irtor R iesel 
who will t a k e this organizing 


drive most seriously are the or­ 
ganizers themselves, the staff men 
employed by the national AFL* 
CIO headquarters and by the big 
national unions. These staffmen 
now plan to launch a union of 


union organizers. They have call­ 
ed their first national convention 
for Feb 
3, in New York City. 
Their employers, the national 
union chiefs whose names are 
bywords 
and 
headlines 
almost 
daily, aren’t enthusiastic over this 
drive by their own aides to set 
up an international union of their 
own 
But it appears inevitable. 
The potential is some 50,000 union 
staffmen—organizers, labor educa­ 
tion directors, research people and 
even editors of union newspapers. 


AT THE MOMENT there is 
only a tenth, or about 1.000 such 
middle-echelon union staffmen un­ 
ionized. They are in seven unions 
within unions. 
One or two were able to set 
up their union of union employes 
easily. Others met opposition as 
tough as they themselves find on 
the outside among private profit 
employers. 
The oldest is the Field Repre­ 
sentatives Federation made up of 
organizers employed by the cen­ 
tral AFL-CIO national headquar­ 
ters in Washington, D. C. Their 
president is John Collins. It has 
now negotiated several contracts 
with the AFL-CIO itself. 
Negotiations for the central AFL- 
CIO are handled for the “em ­ 
ployer” by AFL • CIO Secretary- 
Treasurer William Schmtzler. 
Then there is The Committee 
f o r 
National 
Representatives, 
made up of staff members of the 
American Federation of Teachers. 
There are The Insurance Work­ 
ers Staff Union, with members 
drawn from the headquarters staff 
of The Insurance Workers Indus­ 
trial Union; The Council of In­ 
dustrial Organizers made up of 
Jim Carey's staff men at the 
International Union of Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers; The 
International Chemical 
Workers 
Representatives Union, organized 
at 
the 
International 
Chemical 
Workers Union; The Federation 
of Union Represent all ves, at the 
International 
Ladies 
Garment 
Workers, and The Federation of 
Guild 
Representaatives, 
at 
the 
American Newspaper Guild 


WHEN THEY MEET in New 
York in their first national con­ 
vention, they will probably call 
themselves the International Union 
of Trade Union Representatives. 
They are expected to call on the 
staffs of IOO large unions to join 
with them. The number of o r­ 
ganizers and their staffmen runs 
high in some unions 
In the Auto union there once 
were as many as 60ft before Wal­ 
ter Reuther launched an economy 
wave. The United Steelworkers 
had as many as 1.00ft 
If these men and women or­ 
ganized into unions of their own, 
they would be bargaining directly 
with Reuther and Dave McDonald 
over many issues, as varied as

those Reuther and McDonald bar­ 
gain 
with 
the 
auto 
and 
steel 
companies. 


They first would bargain over 
wages and seniority and working 
conditions Organizers’ wages have 
mn as low’ as $65 to $75-a-week 
before taxes and $15-a-week ex­ 
penses. The men want more and 
don’t want to be told they are 
working for a cause in a non­ 
profit organization. 


THERE 
ARE 
SOME 
organi­ 
zers who get as high as $10,000 


to $12,000 yearly. These men work 
for the steel union and the Inter­ 
national Association of Machinists, 
headed by Al J. Hayes. But in 
many instances there are other 
considerations—internal 
political 
shifts in power, for example. 
Not infrequently there are staff 
changes when a president retires, 
or is defeated for reelection or 
dies.

Khrushchev Stops To Catch His Breath 


WASHINGTON 
The reason President Kennedy 
and British Prime Minister Har­ 
old Macmillan could meet in com­ 
parative quiet at Bermuda today 
is because Premier Khrushchev 
has a spell of diplomatic asthma. 
He has stopped to catch his 
breath after working up a Berlin 
crisis. 
Last summer, 
spreading 
tension with every word he spoke, 
he said he wanted the problem 
settled by the end of 1961. 
Then—with the trouble getting 
explosive after his agents built a 
wall around East Berlin and the 
Allies were plainly confused on 
wiiat to do about it—he sat back 
and said the settlement could wait 
until 1962. 
How to deal with him next year 
—and they’ll have to—is the No. I 
dilemma at the Kennedy-Macmil- 
lan meeting. 
So, invisible in Bermuda but 
very much present at this Christ- 
mas-time, 
like 
a 
Santa 
Claus 
whose idea of fun is a bagful of 
cats let loose in a chimney, will 
be Khrushchev. 
If dealing with 
this 
Russian 
has 
Kennedy 
and 
Macmillan 
slightly stumped, they’re equally 
baffled about dealing with their 
tall ally, French President Charles 
de Gaulle, the haughtiest man in 
world diplomacy. 
He not only doesn’t want to 
deal with the Soviets on Berlin, 
he doesn’t even want to discuss 
it with them. He regards even a 


little negotiation on this as a 
mark of weakness. So he stands 
aloof from it all. 
This is nice work if you can 
get it, for a man in De Gaulle’s 
position. 
He not only doesn’t have the 
army or the atomic weapons to 
deter the Soviet Union in a show­ 
down—he’d have to depend on 
this country for that—he can’t 
even settle the fighting in Al­ 
geria, 
He’s just making life tougher 
for Kennedy and Macmillan. The 
sorry part of it is that, on some­ 
thing so vital as the future of 
Berlin, the Allies are split. 
Besides all this, Kennedy and 
Macmillan 
have been 
hit 
this 
week when they arranged their 
Bermuda meeting. 
This is Prime Minister Nehru’s 
invasion 
and 
take-over of the 
Portuguese colony of Goa There s 
nothing Kennedy and Macmillan 
can do about making Nehru dis­ 
gorge Goa 
But 
the problem he created 
goes far beyond the realms of 
that tiny colony on the southwest 
coast of 
India. 
Portugal 
is 
a 
member of NATO, the Western 
alliance, along with the United 
States and Britain. 
But India is part of the British 
Commonwealth. 
All in all, Khrushchev hasn’t 
had it 
so good in years. No 
wonder he was willing to relax a 
bit aper working the Allies into 
a tizzy on Berlin. 


are not tied to the political for­ 
tunes of tile top leaders. 
They also want some say in 
working locations. Not infrequent­ 
ly, organizers who have worked 
rn one part of the country and 
have their homes and families 
deeply rooted in the community 
suddenly are shifted thousands of 
miles. This is a grievance and, 
like the men they unionize in pri­ 
vate factories, they w’ant griev­ 
ance machinery of their own.

The famed labor chiefs feel 
strongly that the unions inside 
unions could develop into political 
machines and influence policies 
and weaken the national organiza­ 
tions with internal conflicts. 
But it does appear inevitable 
that 
the union organizers will 
organize the unorganized who are 
closest at 
hand—namely them­ 
selves. 


Shorter Work Week

“The displacement of labor by 
machinery in the last few years 
has exceeded that of any period 
in our history . . . so long as 
there is one man who seeks em­ 
ployment and cannot obtain it, the 
hours of labor are too long ” 
Who is speaking? Not Walter 
Reuther. president of the United 
Automobile Workers, who told the 
AFL-CIO convention in Bal Har­ 
bour, Der 12: “We are prepared 
to work 40 hours a week if you 
can give every American who 
wants a job at 4ft hours, and if 
you cannot then we ought to fight 
to reduce the level of the work­ 
week until every American who is 
willing and able to work has a 
job in the American economy.” 
Neither 
is 
it 
Harry 
Van 
Arsdale. Jr., business manager of 
New York’s Local No. 3 of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec­ 
tricians, who on Dec. IO threatened 
a strike by his members Jan. I 
to win a 20-hour week. 


ACTUALLY, the speaker quoted 
is Samuel Gompers. The occasion. 
his annual report to the American 
Federation of Labor in 1887. Had 
it been in vogue, automation would 
have been a dirty word even way 
back then. 
For it’s a form of automation on 
which Van Arsdale is basing his 
demand for less work for the same 
money for New York's electricians. 
He says available work is being 
reduced because of increasing use 
of 
factory-assembled 
electrical 
components. 
Employers don’t deny they are 
using 
prefabricated 
parts. 
But 
they do insist that there s plenty 
of work for electricians. 
Members of Local No. 3 now 
receive $4.40 an hour for six 
hours a day. This is against a 
record high in the steel industry 
of slightly less than $3.55 an hour 
in October. Also, the current con­ 
tract 
calls 
for 
a 
mandatory 
seventh hour at time-and-a-half.

Van Arsdale promises that the 
union will agree to a substantial 
expansion in the number of ap­ 
prentices if the four-hour day is 
won, so that there won’t be ad­ 
ditional premimum-time pay. But 
the Wall Street Journal reports 
that the building boom in Man­ 
hattan is such that more than 
2.000 electrical workers who are 
not Local No. 3 members have 
had to be imported from as far 
away as Texas. Contractors are 
working as many as eight hours 
a day and “occasionally on week­ 
ends.” 
V a n Arsdale further pledges 
that all electricians will go to 
school for four hours a day. This 
would keep them from increas­ 
ing unemployment by getting sec­ 
ond jobs—-a practice which might 
well be called un-automation. 


THE ARGUMENT of the New 
York electricians can hardly be 
viewed as anything but extreme. 
Friends of labor are critical. The 
New York Times on Dec. 13 com­ 
mented: 
“ Labor will only lose 
public sympathy altogether if it 
should close ranks behind such 
exaggerated demands as those of 
Mr. Van Arsdale.” 
But the position is not really 
typical. T h e AFL • CIO on Dec. 
12 adopted a series of resolu­ 
tions aimed at higher wages and 
a shorter work week. This des­ 
pite pleas to the convention for 
full production by President Ken­ 
nedy and Labor Secretary Gold- 
berg. 


In the great automation war 
the electricians’ maneuver is of 
course only a skirmish. A classic 
battle may come later next year 
when the United Steelworkers, al­ 
ready seeing a boom in inven­ 
tory-building, make their fight for 
a shorter work week.

So draw 
up a cold drink, form a circle 
and let’s play. 


SINCE I’VE got the floor, let 
me start off with a bit of nos­ 
talgia for the “15-minute hour.” 
Do you remember those dinner­ 
time quarter hours rn radio’s Gold­ 
en age? Amos ’n’ Andy, Easy 
Aces, Elmer Davis, Vie and Sade, 
Lowell Thomas, and on and on? 
Television, in its earlier days, 
offered us similar delights. There 
was the 15-minute Dinah Shore 
and the 15-minute Nat (King) Cole 
and 
the 
15 - minute Jonathan 
Winters. 
(Perversely, I suppose. I much 
prefer the 15-minute Dinah Shore 
to the 60-minute Dinah Shore. No 
clutter of guest stars. Just a lot 
of Rogers and Hart and Porter 
and Gershwin.

Moss Hart, 
Playwright, 
Dies At 57 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (A P )- 
Playwright Moss Hart, a child of 
poverty who could have written 
nothing more remarkable than his 
own success story, is dead of a 
heatt attack. 
Hart, whose genius brought him 
from the gloom of New York’s 
slums to the glamor of its Great 
White Way, collapsed Wednesday 
at his winter home in this desert 
resort.
